From the Salt Lake Juvenile Instructor.”)) 


In my travels abroad among the 
various religious denominations of the 
world, I have noticed the vast differ- 
ence between their district and Sun. 
day schools, and those of the Latter- 
day Saints here in Utah. ope 
In every city, town, village and 
country i where my labors as a 
missionary have called me, I have 
found a mixed religious element, com- 
posed of Methodists, Baptists, Presby- 
terians, Quakers, Campbellites, (Chris- 
tians, as they like to be call 
Lutherans, and many others. 

In cities and large towns some of 

ese sects are numerous enough for 
each to get up a Sunday school com- 

ed of the children of its own metn- 
rs, and thus be able to teach its 
own peculiar doctrine to the pupils. 

In most ces, however, in the small 
towns, villages and country places, no 
one sect is humerous enough to sus- 
tain a school excliisively, 

Therefore, if a Sunday school is or- 
ganized, it must be done by a union 
of two or more of these denomina- 
tions, 

Sometimes as high as four or five 
of these sects unite and start a school, 


generally with the understanding that 
each denomination have control and 
furnish teachers for the children of its
